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Itawamba Community College has 
been ranked sixth among the nation’s 
best community colleges by the 
national polling group, WalletHub. 

In addition, in the same survey 
Mississippi’s community college 
system is the best in the country. 

Factors such as tuition costs and 
the availability of no cost tuition 
were the basis for the ranking system 
in Wallet Hub’s comparison of 670 
community colleges in the United 
States. 

According to WalletHub, 
community colleges have long been 
perceived as the bottom rung of the 
higher education ladder. “The junior 
colleges’ as they’re sometimes referred 
to, are finally garnering the respect 
they deserve.” 

The average age of community 
college students is 28, and a “vast 
majority of these students balance 
their studies with jobs, family or 
both, commitments that often limit 
their enrollment to one or two classes 
per semester and force them to delay 
graduation.” 

ICC’s tuition has been consistently 
ranked among the lowest offered by 
Mississippi’s 15 community colleges. 

In December, ICC was selected 
among the 50 Most Affordable 
Colleges in the United States by 
AffordableColleges.com with an 
average in-state tuition of $2,100 per 
semester and a 51 percent institutional 
financial aid rate.

After graduating from Mississippi State University with a major 
in physical education and political science, Wilburn served in the 
Mississippi House of Representatives for 20 years, from 1964-80 
and from 1984-88. During his time as a legislator, he supported 
Mississippi’s junior colleges and was instrumental in securing funds 
for the junior college system. Now retired, he owned Wilburn Oil 
Company for approximately 30 years. 

His father, Elijah Wilburn, was a member of the IJC Board 
of Trustees, serving for more than 20 years, and his grandfather, 
Truman, was an Itawamba County supervisor who helped establish 
the College. In addition, his wife, Margaret, was an employee 
and English instructor for IJC/ICC for more than 30 years. His 
daughters, Dr. Bronson Wilburn Prochaska, currently ICC director of student success and a 24-year 
employee, and Millie Wilburn Wood, and his grandson, Matthew Prochaska, are all alumni of ICC. 

According to letters of support for Wilburn’s nomination, “Jerry’s name is well-recognized in 
Mantachie, where he has been a lifelong resident, as well as, throughout the state of Mississippi. His 
friendly, outgoing personality, as well as his penchant for storytelling contributes to his popularity and 
to the fact that ‘everybody knows Jerry.’ Mississippians who are his friends or those who only recognize 
his name also recognize the fact that he has always been a friend and a strong supporter of Itawamba 
Community College.”

Dillard was called up to the majors in May of 2007 while 
playing for the Triple-A Nashville Sounds. In 2010, he was 
optioned back to Nashville and completely overhauled his 
pitching delivery from over-the-top to sidearm. He received 
an invitation to spring training with the Brewers in 201 1 
and it was there he stole the show with his now infamous 
impersonation of ESPN analyst, Tim Kurkjian. 

The second-generation big leaguer, who was called back 
to the show in May 201 1, is currently with the Triple-A 
Colorado Sky Sox in Colorado Springs.
